Dancing Party Struck. 


New Tork, May 13.—Of 26 young 


people who started from College Point, 
Ii. I., on what is locally known as a 
"starlight" ride, two were carried 
home dead, five are In the hospital, 
four were allowed to leave the hos- 
Bital after having their wounds dress- 
ed, and every one of the remainder 
were more or less bruised. A collision 
with a trolley car caused the accident 
The dead are Michael Schneir and Jo- 
•epn Picklet. The merrymakers were 
on their way to a hotel 10 miles away, 
Where they were "to have a dance. 
They were all In one wagon, the bot- 
tom of which had been filled with 
straw. "When In front of the hotel the 
driver of the wagon tried to cross the 
tracks of a trolley line in front of an 
approaching car. but the car struck 
the rear end of the wagon. The vehi- 
cle was demolished. 


Teiting the Challenger. 


Weymouth, May 13.—The repairs on 


the cup challenger have been com- 
pleted and the Erin towed the two 
Shamrocks here in readiness for the 
open water trials on the channel, 
which will commence today and con- 
tinue daily until Captain Sycamore 
and party are satisfied that the chal- 
lenger Is in perfect trim. Sir Thomas 
Lipton is the recipient of many pres- 
ents from all sections of the country, 
but he is proudest of a photograph 
from President McKlnley bearing a 
cordial greeting and the president's 
autograph, 


Kentucky Soldiers Welcomed. 


Frankfort, Ky., Hay 13.—The Frank- 


fort volunteer soldiers who served 
with the Thirty-ninth infantry were 
given a royal welcome home upon 
their return from the Philippines, A 
crowd of hundreds met them at the 
train. The local Beckham guards act- 
ed as a military escort and addresses 
of welcome were delivered by Mayor 
De Honey and Hon. T. H. Crocket, 
which were responded to by Captain 
Noel Gaines on behalf of the returning 
•heroes. 


Washington, May 13.—On May 20 a 


general strike, involving directly 150,- 
000 machinists and indirectly 500,OOC 
men in the metal-working trades, is 
expected to take place unless some ar- 
rangement is effected in the mean- 
time. This is the statement made by 
President James O'Conuell of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, 
who has his headquarters in this city. 
The demands of the men. the refusal 
of which threatens to precipitate the 
itrike, Mr. O'Connell said, are for a 
working day of nine hours and an in- 
crease of 12% per cent in wages. The 
matter, he said, has been under con- 
sideration for some time, and every 
effort has been made by the machin- 
ists' association to avoid resorting to 
a strike, but such action, he says, is 
now necessary if the workingmen 
hope to attain the end they are striv- 
ing for. 


The representatives 
of the Metal 


Trades association and the Interna-- 
tional Association of Machinists held 
a conference in New 'York at which 
an attempt was made to reach an 
agreement on the wage matter, so that 
the strike proposed for May 20 could 
be avoided. Mr. O'Connell, however, 
says that the employers refused to 
arbitrate the question of wages na- 
tionally, but they expressed a willing- 
ness that this matter should be settled 
by employers locally, each individual 
case to be treated as such. This meth- 
od is unsatisfactory to the machinists. 
For prudential reasons the executive 
committee has determined not at this 
time to apply the strike order to the 
railroads.

Textile Workers. 


Boston, May 13.—As a result of the 


textile workers' 
convention, which 


concluded tts session at the Quincy 
House, 75.000 men and women em- 
ployed in the textile industries of 
North America will be members of 
one great labor organization to be 
known as the TJnited Textile Workers 
•of America. Both organizations decid- 
ed to amalgamate and apply for a 
charter under the title named. After 
that is secured the mule-spinner union 
and the loom-fixers' union will affiliate 
themselves with the 
organization, 


which will eventually mean a member- 
ship of 300,000. and an amicable un- 
derstanding between textile employes 
In the north and south.. 


Chicago Building Trades. 


Chicago, May 13.—Tlie new Chicago 


Building Trades league voted to affili- 
ate with the National Building Trades 
council as its accredited branch in 
Chicago. National .Secretary H. W. 
Steinbiss of St. Louis was present and 
assured the league that, as soon as its 
application was received, the charter 
of the old Chicago Building Trades 
council would be revoked and the na- 
tional charter issued to the new body. 
This means the passing of the last 
vestige of the building trades council 
which conducted the bie strike last 
year. 


Louisville Carpenters. 


Louisville, May 13.—The union car- 


penters of Louisville, who are now on 
a strike for $2.50 minimum wages for 
nine hours' work and the exclusion of 
nonunion labor, will be aided by the 
building trades council of this city, 
which decided to enforce the union 
card rule. All members of the build- 
ing trades council, in adopting this 
rule, agree to quit work at every job 
where nonunion building trades work- 
men are employed. A conference will 
be asked with the contractors. 


A Compromise. 


"Washington, Pa., May 13.—The 


plant of the Tyler Tube and Pipe com- 
pany, -which has been idle for several 
weeks as a result of a strike of the 
300 employes, will resume operations 
with a full force of men at work. The 
men struck for an increase in wages 
and recognition of the labor union. 
The company officials granted the ad- 
vance, but refused to recognize the 
union, and the men accepted the prop- 
osition.

TO SAVE A COMPANION 


A Negro Workman Gave Up His Own 


Life—Scalded by Steam. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 33.— William 


Phelps, of Richmond, !^y., and James 
Stansbury, of this city, were clcauins 
the inside of an eight-foot upright boiv 
er at the Cerealine mills when an om 
plbye turned on the steam, thinking, 
the cock was tight. It leaked and the 
Bcalding steam poured in on the two 
men. 
The only exit was up a ladder 


to a manhole In. the top. Both jumped 
for the ladder.

In the same connection other curious 
names of people living in North Carolina 
were mentioned—namely, Sharp Blunt, 
Sink Quick and Early Dawn. 


Such names are funny, but Is not such 


nomenclature very bad policy, as well as 
in very bud taste? A parent who in a 
spirit of fun Sses a ridiculous name upon 
Uis child perhaps dees him a permanent 
injury. The naming of a human being is 
a serious and solemn affair. 
The name 


is jriven to distinguish him as an individ- 
ual, and the naming usually takes place 
at a solemn religious ceremony. 


A funny name is an ever present disad- 


vantage to a man. 
It belittles him, 


makes him an object of ridicule, may int 
jure him in business and might deprive 
him of all chance of a public career, how- 
ever well fitted he might be for it. Some 
years ago the United States government 
refused to record mining claims with ab- 
surd, profane or blasphemous names, 
and S3me steps might be taken to protect 
human beings. Clergymen might well re- 
fuse to confer upon helpless infants 
names of a character which might injure 
them in after life.—Baltimore Sun.

-. The recrudescence of plague every- 
where is an alarming fact. China, Cap* 
Colony, Mauritius, Kussia, and especially 
in India, the reports are all the same. In 
Peking 10,000 deaths are reported in six 
weeks, and in Bombay 1.770 cases, with 
1,293 deaths, in one week. Fully 1,000 
people are dymx of plague every day in 
India. 


In San Francisco there can be no longer 


any doubt that bubonic plague has ex- 
isted for several yours. The number of re- 
ported cases is about 30 for the last year, 
with perhaps three or four times as 
many 
unreported. According 
to 
the 


Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, during the 13 days in which the 
federal investigation commission (Drs. 
Flexner, Novy, Barker) inspected the 
Chinese quarters 13 deaths occurred, of 
which six were proved due to the bacillus 
of bubonic plague. The fact that the dis- 
ease has not spread argues no security 
for the future, because in Calcutta for 
two years then was a similar, mild form 
of the disease i«:evalent prior to the gen- 
eral outbreak. 


While this is going on we should note 


that almost all governments, civilized and 
uncivilized, are devoting almost ail their 
energies to deciviliz:ation. War and am- 
bition and national hatreds are wildly at 
work to produce twin and disease. 
The 


old fires of barbarism are relighting, 
masked under the specious guises or na- 
tional egotism and pseudo patriotism. 
The enormous sums of money, almost 
the whole energies of all peoples, are be- 
ing expended in war, luxury and expan- 
sion.—American Medicine.

He never read a 
newspaper because he could Dot afford to 
buy one; he never entered a cafe; he 
never smoked. 
He speaks of this time 


as one of the most utter misery, "without 
money, without work, without position, 
starving most of the time and dressed in 
rags." If ev«r he had a copper, he would 
spend it on a candle, and with this he 
would sit through the night in his garret, 
reading or writing books. 
Those days 


are part of a dim past now. When iu 
England not long ago, Zola refused £20.- 
000 for three novels.—St. James Gazette.
